Reference is made tc your enquiry about the intenticn 
of the Japanese Gcvernnent with regard tc the reported 
mvenents cf Jananese trcons in French Indo-China. Under 
instructions fron Tokyo I wish te inforr you as follows: 


4s Chinese trocps have recently shcwn frequent signs 
of nover:ents along the nerthern frontier cf French Indo- 
China bordering on Chino Japanese trocps, with the ~bject 
of mainly taking precauticnary measures, have been reinfcrced 
tc a certain extent in the nerthern part of French Indc-China,. 
AS a natural sequence cf this sten, certain mcvenents have 
been nade ancng the trecns stati-ned in the southern nart 
cf the said territcry. It seens that on exogeernted report 
has been nade of these movenents. It shceule be added that 
no measure has been taken on the part cf the Jananese 
Governrent that nay transegress the stipulations of the 
Pretcecl of Joint Defense between Japan and France. 
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
